Ivlerhada El-Kazin, the first chief cf the tribe, was originally 


an Arab metal vrcrker and sheer of horses, during the Second Crussxlc-. 
Ke 


was one of a band of Arabs which was being "sore beset" by the Crusade^, 
under the leadership of a Xorman, one Sir Geoffrey Pile. The Arabs were in 


the tribe taking his name. 
Merthada El-Kazin was making a horseshoe when he heard this decision. 


Taking the shce hot from the fire, he went to the battlements, and poising it 
(points down) hurled it at Sir GeoSrey File. 
The shoe descended straight 


and the two points entered the eyes of the commander, dstroying his sight. 
The crippling of the leader put the -Crusaders to rout, and ilerhada El-Kazin 
became chief ef tte tribe which bears his name to this day. 
I have this legend from a member cf the tribe, and I have personally 


seen a descendant of El-Kazin, who <was chief cf the tribe when I crossed the 
Sahara in 1SSS.

no surprise to learn tliat at the present time among the greai 
number of firms manufacturing remedial agencies there is the 


greatesit conceivable diversity in science, sincerity, and wisdom. 


These drugs come from the uttermost parts of the earth—fTom the aark- 
est forests of Brazil, from -the frozen Siberian steppes, from the banks of tao 
"gray-green greasy Limpopo River, all set about with fever-trees/ or from 
"silken Samarkand.*' but almost everywhere they are gathered by barbarous 
peoples, the lovfist of earth's denizens. 
It is email wonder, then, that with 
any one plant -chere should be a variation among its individual specimens in 
the proportion of tho active medicinal agent it contains. 
But when we add to 
this the fact that, in general terms, the per cent, of the active ingredient de- 
pends on 'the amount of sunshine it enjoys, on the time of the year it is gath- 
ered, even on -the time of the day. on tlie amount of moisture, the elevation, 
the character of tho soil, and a dozen oUier factors, it becomes almost a neces- 
sity of thought that tho amount of "medicine" in that plant must vary -from 
a maximum to nothing at all

Now, ergo^ is the fungus growing

HE belief In the tallsmanic hick of the horseshoe is originally an 
Arab superstition, and dates from the time of tlie Secund Cru- 
sade. 
To this day one may see horseshoes displayed over the 
doors of some Arab houses—points down, of course^espccial- 
ly the houses of the El Kazin tribe (sometimes Tivrongly re- 
ferred to as tho Da'alcks). 


Merhada El-Kazin. the first chief of the tribe, was originally 
an Arab metal worker and shoer of horses, during the Sccond Crupado, 
He 
was one of a band of Arabs which was -being "sore beset" by tho Crusaders, 
under the leadership of a Norman, one Sir Geoffrey File. The Arabs were in 
•such a plight that they agreed together that the one of them who should de- 
vise and execute a plan to overthrow the band pitted against them should be 
mado chief of their tribe, and that his descendants should be chiefs forever, 
the trihe taking his name. 


Merthada El-Kazin was making a horseshoe when he heard this decision. 
Taldng the shoe hot from the fire, he went to the battlements, and poising it 
(points down) hurled It at 'Sir Geoffrey File. 
The 
shoe 
descended straight 
and the two points entered the eyes of the commander, d^roying his sight. 
The crippling of the leader put the Crusaders to rout, and Merhada El-Kazin 
hecam-e chief of the tribe which hears his name to this day. 


I havo this legend from a member of the tribe. a:id I have personally 
seen a descendant of El-Kazin, who 'was chief of the tribe when I crossed the 
Sahara in 1SS9. 
There is a horseshoe over every window and door of his 
home, and even to the door of his tent when he is travelling, as when I saw 
him.

on Gun-Making, and; Net Least Ap- 
preciated, a "Warrrfng Up" in the 
Engine Room—The Big Ten-Inch 
Rifle a Costly Affair—Tests at ths 
Proving Grounds.

They said a: Sandy Hook thai It 


-was the Jbiggest train that had come 
down the point since the Spanish vrar. 
Probably it -vsras the biggest party of 
visitors that ever vvent there-, as tea 
cars carrying over 500 members of 
che American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers were switched (from the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey at 
Atlantic Highlands to the Government 
tracks, running down to the proving 
grounds and Fort Hancock, taking 
the men right in:o the heart of the 
best coast defences of which Uncle 
Sam beasts. 


Incidentally, the visitors had an op- 


porttinity to find, oat rrhat winter 
•weather is like -on this bleak sandbar 
-which pokes its ncse defiantly our. Into 
the Atlantic, fer there was a thirty- 
mile bresze whistlias: over the bay 
from the ncrthv.-est, which shook and 
bent the sturdy little cedars, fiung 
che sand 1:0 fn th"e visitors' faces, 
and threw th3 waves rolling in from 
the ccean back upon themselves in a 
shov.-er of spray. The party was fas- 
cinated by the close Inspection which 
Tvas cllowed o: all the Government's 
defences, although, not so much so 
but vfhat all hands vrere g-ad to avail 
themselves o? -the opportunity to enter 
the furnace-room, where the machin- 
ery of the gun lift was shown to them 
in the afternoon. 


There were two sides to the visit. 


The engineers wanCecl to ^see the 
sights, and that was one. The other 
•was that the ^Var Department was 
solicitcns to get such an influential 
ijody of men interested in its coast 
defences, as it feels that -they are un- 
dermanned, and a bill is to come be- 
fore the present Congress to increase 
the artillery force of the army by 
5,000 men. 


It would be IcoSing a gift-hcrse in 


the mouth to figure up the exact 
amount which Uncle Sam spent in ex- 
•iiDiticn volleys from his immense 
guns, bat ihe single shot which was 
fired from the ten-inch rifle cost $270, 
while Gens. Hurray and Crozier came 
•up from "Washington to talk to the 
-visitors. The former told them uiaz 
six years ago, at -M)30 yards, it was 
(possible for our artillerymen to make 
50 per cent, -of their shots effective. 
Since then, by increased practice and 
better mechanism, they were able to 
•score practically 100 per cent at a 
distance increased to 7,000 yards. On 
-this basis he figured that the effective- 
ness of our $6-3,000,000 coast equip- 
ment had been increased thirty times 
•within the present century. 


The first sight which the engineers 


•were afforded was the mammoth six- 
teen-inch gun which is mounted in 
solitary grandeur -towards the south- 
era end of the Eook, and is the first 
object reachea m coming down the 
point on the railroad. This is the big- 
gest gun in tha United States. 
It 


is almost six -feet in diameter at the 
"breech, and points its long black nose

-Cerberus like, the gateway to the 
city. 
In explaining the gun, Gen. Crozier 


said -that 'It was the only one of its 
Mud, and was nor" only the biggest 
which this country had constructed, 
out probably the biggest which it ever 
would construct, owing- to the fact 
that recent improvements in guns and 
powder had ma3e it possible to "do 
op the eneny" with arms of smaller 
size. Even so, the sixteen-Inch rifle 
is not an old s«3, having been turned 
cut only half a cozen years ago. 


This huge r;2e was put together in 


jave~S( shruaS one upon 
another. 


Th°-e'ar3 four c: these at the breech, 
and two at the muzzle'.

V/OOD BUFFALO. 


Little Herd of Them Near Lake Atha- 


basca is Decreasing. 


There still exists in the northwest 


the little band of wood buffalo, known 
as the Peace Hiver herd, which 
ranges along the Peace River and 
Slave River in the wooled country 
north of Lake Azhabasca, This herd, 
which the mcst sanguine do not esti- 
mate as over 400 head, is sail to 
be rapidly decreasing. 


It is true that Canada has legislat- 


ed in behalf of the buffalo and has 
thus striven to protect them from 
man. It is possible that a few are 
killed annually by Indians, but the 
number is small- 
Within the past 


two or three years, however, it has 
been frequently reported -that there 
has been no increase whatever in 
this herd, because each spring the 
wolves kill off all the calves that 
are iborn. Late information which 
we have received from -traders from 
the north, who live near tae range 
of the buffalo, points to the conclu- 
sion that there are no animals in the 
buffalo herd under 3 years old 


The gradual extinction of this lit- 


tle herd from whatever cause, is a 
melancholy thing, and one that can- 
not but be regretted by every nature 
lover. No one feels more earnestly 
about it than the president of the 
United States, -who in a letter sent 
not long ago -to the convention of the 
North American Pish & Game Pro- 
tective Association s^oke of this nerd 
of bison and urged that every pre- 
caution ce taken to preserve it. Much 
more recently he wrote to Earl Grey, 
Canada's 
governor-general, 
asking 


him what inSaence, if any, can be 
brought to bear in behalf of this 
herd. 


If it is the fact that danger to 


the wood buffalo's existence arises 
solely from the wolves, some method 
should Tse devised for reducing the 
numbers of these destructive beasts. 
The most obvious way to kill them 
is by poison, a means which we do 
not know has ever been employed in 
the extreme north. 
Wolf hides are 


valuable, and it would seem that the 
Indians and white trappers might 
profitably employ time and effort in 
the killing of wolves. In a heavily 
timbered country, such as that occu- 
pied by the buffalo, is it difficult to 
think of any other efficient means. 


Since, however, the neads of gov- 


ernments of the United States and 
Canada are deeply interests!, in this 
matter, we may hope that the local 
authorities, on whom the burden of 
destruction must finally fall, will also 
take hold of it witli energy and de- 
vise some method of protecting this 
remnant.—Fcrest and Stream. 


Mexico's Substitute Governors. 


The election of Hon. Henry c. Creel, 


the ?>Iexiean Ambassador to the Unit- 
ed States, to the Governorship of 
his home S:ate of Chihuahua will not 
in the least interfere with Ms diplo- 
matic duties in TTashington. 
The 


Mexicans have a curious system that 
allows a kind of dual Governorship. 
A man who is elected Chief Execu- 
tive of one of their States need not 
actually work at his job, so to speak, 
but he can designate some other to 
attend to all the details of the of- 
fice, ilr. Creel will, in accordance 
with this custom, after he is elected 
Governor, appoinc a prosy, while the 
principal will continue to represent 
the republic of Mexico at Washing- 
ton. It looks curious from our Amer- 
ican, point of view, but in practice 
it seems to work out very satisfac- 
torily.—Washington Herald.

Central Kansas has reached a time

They 
go to the county seat and maks ar- 
rangements with the auctioneer, and 
have their bills pr!n-^d.

EXIT THE MILKMAID. 


Henceforth Cows Will Es Milked by 


Electricity. 


The public in general, and dairy- 


men in particular, will doubtless be 
keenly interested in the machine- 
milking experiments which have late- 
iv been conducted with such success 
iii the United States. It is, of course, 
no news to those ia the business that 
during the last fifty years many at- 
tempts have been made to provlils a 
mechanical substitute for the inilrt- 
matd, but until lately these attempts 
ha%'e onaed in fairire. 


Hundreds cf patents have bcen tak 


en out by inventors for milking-ma- 
chines, but ~fcen put to the test they 
reiiised to fulfil all necessary require- 
ments. 


America, however, claitr.s to have 


solved the difficulties in a most satis- 
factory manner, ana toaav there ara 
over 1,000 milk;ns-si.ach:a<1s in uss 
in the States. Th^se machines are oi 
two different types, one being worked 
by foot-power and tis other by an 
electric motor. 
In both cases the 


machines have a couple of tubes, with 
four attachments at the end of each 
enabling the operator to milk two i 
cows at cr-ce, thus causing a great 
saving of tirse. 


Each machine can be adjusted that 


it will milk at a fast or slow rate, 
and it has been proved that machine- 
milked cows yield more butter than 
others. 


One misat naturally suppose that 


the animals themselves would noi 
take very kind":/ to the introduction 
of such machines. It has been found, 
however, that, while some may be a 
littfc restless at first, on account of 
the clicking of the pulsators, as a 
rule they soon become quiet and rec- j 
oncilo5 to the action, and stand still j 
chewing their cud -without manifest- j 
ing any discorafert. 
j 


It is estimated that machine-milk- j 


ers reduce the labor by about one- 
half, and consequently their introduc- 
tion enables the dairyman to reap 
greater profits and enlarge his busi- 
ness. Futhertucre, when the machines 
are kept clean, the milk from them 
contain fewer bacteria 
than hanc< 


drawn milk, although, of course, care- 
lessness in cleansing may make them 
nuisances rather than aids to the 
dairyman.—Tit-Bits.

WOOD BUFFALO. 


Little Herd of Them Near Lake Atha- 
basca Is Decreasing. 


There still exists in the northwest 
the little band of wood buffalo, known 
as 
the 
Peace 
River 
herd, 
which 
ranges along the Pcace River 
and 
Slave River in the wooded 
country 
north of Lakp Athabasca.. This herd, 
which the mos-t sanguine'do not esti- 
mate as over'- 400 head, is said to 
be rapidly decreasing. - 


It Is true that Canada has legislat- 
ed in hehalf of the buffalo and has 
thus striven to protect them 
from 
man. 
It is possible that a few are 
killed annually by Indians, but the 
number is small. 
Within the 
past 
two or three years, however, it has 
•been frequently reported that 
there 
has 'been no increase whatever 
in 
this herd, because each spring 
the 
wolves Idll off all the calves 
that 
are Iborn. 
Late information 
which 
we have received from traders from 
the north, who live near the; range 
of the buffalo, points to the conclu- 
sion that there are no animals in the 
buffalo herd under 3 years old 


The gradual extinction of this lit- 
tle herd from whatever cause, is a 
melancholy thing, and one that can- 
not but be regretted by every nature 
lover. 
No one feels more earnestly 
about'- it than the president of the 
United States, 'who in a letter sent 
not long ago -to the convention of the 
North American Pish & Game Pro- 
tective Association spoko of this herd 
of ibison and urged that every - pre- 
caution be taken to preserve it. Much 
more recently-he wiote to, Earl Grey, 
Canada's 
governor-general, 
asking 
him what Influence, if any, can be 
•brought to bear 
in behalf 
of 
this 
herd.. 
• If it is the' fact that danger 
to 
the wood buffalo's existence 
arises 
solely from the wolves, some method 
should he devised for reducing • the 
numbers of these destructive beasts.

HOW COLORS AFFECT US. 


Violet, 
Blue 
and 
Blue-Green 
Rest 
Brviin—Otiiers Do Not, 


The waves of each color excite vi- 
bration in their own set of cones in 
the retina. 
Let us assume that each 
of the primary colors has it own set 
of concs. 
Various theories are held, 
one being that only re'd, green and 
violet cones exist, -the other colors be- 
ing the product of mixtures of these 
three. 
Lot us return to our pincush- 
ion simile, and to the 'fact that of the 
7,000,000 cones, 500,000 are 
devoted 
to green, 600,000 to rod, 700,000 to 
violet, 1,200,000 to blue, 1,800,000 to 
orange and 2.200,000 to yellow. Then 
there are ICO.aoO.OOO rods which see 
white, or luminosity, the portion of 
light not absorbed by a color, but re- 
flected. 
Let us assume that in an 
eye, in its making, 500,000 cones which 
see green are left out. That eye would 
be color-blind to green. 
But it would 
still have its "rods" which would see 
the white light that is reflected as 
luminosity 
from 
all 
green 
objects, 
and would see this luminosity as so 
much gray, 
A totally color-blind eye 
would see only shades of gray, from 
almost pure v/hite to pure black. 


This is to some extent the way a 
photograph shows a landscape, 
and 
the gradations of light and shade are 
the degree of surface refiection of each 
color, independent of its color waves. 
Yellow is very luminous and s'iiows 
comparatively white 
in 
the 
photo- 
graph. 
Violet is very slightly lumin- 
ous, and appears 
very dark in the 
photograph. 
The eye that is color 
blind In green, if it beheld a yellow 
green, would see the yellow with the 
admixture of gray represented in tho 
lumlnos'ity of the 
green, making 
a 
dirty yellow. 
Green would be shown 
in a photograph by a gray that i^ 
about haTi way between black and 
white. 
Violet, hlue and 
blue-green 
rest the brain, while the other colors 
tend to Irritate it. 
The latter over- 
.stlmulate, and soon act as a whip on 
the 
tined nerves.

in the United States, 
It is, of course, 
no news to those in the business that 
during the last fifty years many at- 
tempts have been made to provide a 
mechanical 
substitute for the milk- 
maid, but until lately these attempts 
have ended in failure. 


Hundreds of patents have beon tak- 
en out by inventors for milking-ma- 
chines, but whi?n put to the test they 
refused to fulfil all necessary require.

T 
ments. 


America, however, claims to have 
solved the difficulties in a most satis- 
factory manner, and today there ara 
over 1,000 ipilking-machines 
In use 
in the States. These machines are ol 
tv/o different types, .one being worked 
by foot-pov/er and the; other by an 
electric 
motor. 
In both cases 
the 
machines have a couple of tubes, with 
four attachments at the enjl of each, 
enabling ' the operator 
to milk two 
cows vat ^once, thus causing a great 
saving of time. 


.Each machine can be adjusted that 
i t v/ill milk a t a fa^t or sjow rate, 
and it has been proved that machine- 
milked cows yield more butter than 
others. 


One might naturally suppose that

animals 
themselves 
"would 
not 
take very kindly to the Introduction 
of such machines. 
It has been found, 
however, that, M'hile some may be a 
lUiij restless at first, on account ol 
the clicking of the pulsators, as a 
rule they soon become quiet and rec- 
onciled to the action, and stand still 
chewing their cud nvithout manifeBt- 
ing any discomfort. 


It is estimated that jnachine-mllji' 
ers reduce the labor by about one* 
half, and consequently their introduc- 
tion enables the dairyman to 
reap 
greater profits apd enlarge his busi- 
ness. Futhermore. when the machines 
are kept clean^ the milk from them 
contain fewer bacteria 
than ¡hand* 
drawn milk, although, of course^ care- 
lessness in cleansing may make them 
nulsanpes x^thor thau^^ids' %q thf

plomatic niceties. Though it is offi­ 
cially stated that the dispatch of the 
battleships to the Pacific is not direct­ 
ed towards Japan, it is felt here that 
it is most inopportune when an at­ 
tempt is evidently going on to impair 
the traditional friendship between Ja­ 
pan and the United States. 


Philadelphia, July S.—The warring

shed at frequent Intervals in this city,

as a result of which Wong Luck, of 
New York, and Lung Kee, barber in 
the local Chinese colony, are dead. 
Lung Kee was shot through the neck 
and abdomen while sitting on a step in 
Race street, and Wong Luck was shot 
through the breast and arm. Both died 
a few minutes after being admitted to 
the hospital. 


Mon Mon, who says that he lives at 
11 Mott street, New York, and Yung 
Tee, of this city, were arrested by the 
police, charged with participating ln 
the shooting. Half a doxen other China­ 
men were arrested as witnesses, in­ 
cluding Li Junk» alias “Boston Char­ 
ley,** who recently came here from New 
York, and Yung Gow, who less than a 
month ago, was acquitted in court here 
on a charge of being one of the mur­ 
derers of Dung Soo, on Fourth of July 
of last year, in Chinatown. 


The police, after a preliminary in­ 
vestigation, say the shooting was in­ 
spired by the friends of Mock Kung 
and Jung Jow, convicted of murdering 
Dung Soo. Lung Kee, the barber shot, 
was one of the principal witnesses in 
behalf of the commonwealth. He was 
a member of the Hip Sing Tong. Mon 
Mon and Yung Tee, according to the 
police, are members of the opposing 
On Leung Tong, with which Mock 
Kung and Jung Jow, the convicted 
Chinamen, are affiliated. 


According to the witnesses secured 
the police, Mon Mon and Lung Kee, 
the barber, began the shooting. Wong 
Luck took a hand and was shot by 
Lung Kee, who lay mortally wounded 
on the street. A dozen shots were fired 
and there was a stampede from the 
street, which was crowded. 
After the 
shooting the police picked up three big 
army pistols which had be.en tossed in­ 
to the gutter by the shooters. 
The 
authorities had anticipated trouble and 
for that reason prohibited the use of 
fireworks in Chinatown on Fourth of 
July.

2190 Dead and Injured Follow Celebra­ 
tion of Independence Day. 


Chicago, July 6.—The Tribune says 
37 men, women and children are dead 
and 2153 are maimed, lacerated or 
burned as a result of Thursday's ex­ 
cess of patriotism in the United States. 
The number of dead does not include 
five drowned during the day. 


The roster of the dead is four more 
than last year’s mortality. A year ago 
33 persons were dead on the morning 
after the Fourth, not including five 
drowned. 


Unfortunately the death roll will in­ 
crease day by day, and even the late 
days of August will witness additions 
to it. Tetanus, that grim aftermath of 
gunpowder wounds, claims its victims 
by scores, and even by hundreds, for 
weeks after the Fourth. 


We Are Acquiring Japan’s Enmity. 


London, July 8.—The present tension 
between the United States and Japan 
2s exciting the keenest interest among 
all the European diplomatists. None of 
them, however, believe that it will 
reach the stage of warfare, because 
the heavy burden of debt Japan is car­ 
rying as a result of her failure to ob­ 
tain indemnity from Russia forbids her 
embarking on a similar costly enter­ 
prise in the next decade. It is recog­

nevertheless that the United

Mrs. Provlnsona, who has been de­ 
mented for some time, chose the In­ 
genious method of ending her life after 
her two daughters had retired. Tying 
a rope to a bedpost she made it fast 
to the two legs of a table, passed it 
through the room where the two girls 
were sleeping, and after knotting a 
noose around her neck dropped from 
the window.

Henry Clay’» Popularity.

of the House of Representatives on 
the first cjay of his term in that body 
and was five times re-elected.

a popular idol in the politics of this» 
¡country, it was .Henry Clay, but lie

O, because any man, however ignorant, with any motive, howevei 
ignoble, may manufacture and sell any of the 50,000 compounds 
known to organic chemistry and may allege for them what cura> 
tive powers he will, and because, too, of this unlimited oppor­ 
tunity for fraud among the older drugs, it becomes a matter oi 
no surprise to learn that at the present «time among the great 
number of firms manufacturing remedial agencies there is the 
greatest conceivable diversity in science, sincerity, and wisdom. 


These drugs come from the uttermost parts of the earth—from the dark­ 
est forests of Brazil, from 'the frozen Siberian steppes, from the banks of the 
“gray-green, greasy Limpopo River, all set about with fever*trees/' or from 
“silken Samarkand," but almost everywhere they are gathered by barbarous 
peoples, the lovast of earth’s denizens. 
It is email wonder, then, that with 
any one plant '¿here should be a variation among its individual specimens in 
the proportion of tho active medicinal agent It contains. But when we add to 
this the fact that, in general terms, the per cent, of the active ingredient de­ 
pends on «the amount of sunshine it enjoys, on the time of the year it is gath­ 
ered, even on the time of the day, on the amount of moisture, the elevation, 
the character of the soil, and a, dozen other factors, it becomes almost a neces­ 
sity of thought that the amount of “medicine” in that plant must vary -from 
a maximum to nothing at all.

Ergot is required. 
Now, ergot is the fungus growing 
upon rye, where it destroys and displaces the ovary of the plant.

does not seem to yield reliable information, ‘for its active constituents are not 
definitely understood. 
Finally, the physiological activity of the drug may be 
good, or little, or zero, just as it may chance, while after the lapse of a year it 
becomes unfit for use. Yet It is in this substance, so utterly variable, that the 
physician must itrust the life of the woman and the child.—Harper’s,

Superstition

doors of some Arab .houses—points down, of course—especial­ 
ly the houses of the El Kazin tribe (sometimes wrongly re­ 
ferred to as the Da’alcks). 


Merhada El-Kazin, the first chief of the tribe, was originally 
an Arab metal worker and shoer of horses, during the Second Crusado. 
He 
was one of a band of Arabs which was 'being "sore beset” by the Crusaders, 
under the leadership of a Norman, one Sir Geoffrey File. The Arabs were in 
•such a plight that they agreed together that the one of them who should de­ 
vise and execute a plan to overthrow the band pitted against them should be 
mado chief of their tribe, and that his descendants should be chiefs forever, 
the tribe taking his name. 


Merthada El-Kazin was making a horseshoe when he heard this decision. 
Taking the shoe li>ot from the fire, he went to the battlements, and poising it 
(points down) hurled it at Sir Geoffrey File. 
The 
shoe descended straight 
and the two points entered the eyes of the commander, destroying his sight. 
The crippling of the leader put the Crusaders to rout, and merhada El-Kazin 
•became chief of the tribe which “bears his name to this day. 


I have this legend from a member of the tribe, and I have personally 
seen a descendant of El-Kazin, who »was chief of the tribe when I crossed the 
Sa>hara in 18S9. 
There is a horseshoe over every window and door of his 
home, and even to the door of his tent when he is travelling, as when I saw 
him.

His workday is from 4 or 5 o’clock in the morning un­ 
til S or 9 o’clock at night, including chores—fifteen to seventeen 
hours of the hardest kind of physical labor, and everv minute of 
it at high tension, especially during harvest. 


Then comes a period of relaxation in the fall, the one tim# 
in the year when he has just enough muscular exerciso to keep him in health; 
later, tho winter sec&on, approaching stagnation, In which he takes on fiesb, 
gets logy, and then a furious debauch of hard labor through the spring and 
summer agaii}.,

No wonder'that by forty-five he has had a sunstroke and “can’t stand th* 
heat,'' or has a' "weak back," or his ‘'heart gives out," or a "chill makes him 
rheumatic"; and when you add ito this furious muscular strain the fact that 
the farmer sees his income put in peril every season, and his very home every 
bad year, so that each unfavorable change in the weather sets his nerves on 
edge, it can be readily imagined that tho real "quiet, peaceful country life" is 
something sadly different from the ideal.—Harper's Magazine.

Five miles is about tihe 
limit of effective range with any guns 
at present. * The life of this biggest 
gun is said to be only * 100 rounds.

SERVED UP IN PIES« 


WOOD BUFFALO. 


Little Herd of Them Near Lake Atha­ 
basca Is Decreasing. 


There still exists in the north-west 
the little band of wood buffalo, known 
as 
the 
Peace Biver 
herd, 
which 
ranges along the Peace River and 
Slave River in the wooded country 
north of Lake Athabasca.. This herd, 
which the most sanguine* do not esti­ 
mate as over- 400 head, is said to 
be rapidly decreasing. - 
It is true that Canada has legislat­ 
ed in behalf of the buffalo and has 
thus striven to protect them from 
man. 
It is possible that a few are 
killed annually by Indians, but the 
number is small. 
Within the past 
two or three years, however, it has 
•been frequently reported that there 
has been no increase whatever in 
this herd, because each spring the 
wolves kill off all the calves that 
are Iborn. 
Late information which 
we have received from traders from 
the north, who live near the \ range 
of the buffalo, points to the conclu­ 
sion that there are no animals in the 
buffalo herd under 3 years old 
The gradual* extinction of this lit­ 
tle herd from whatever cause, is a 
melancholy thing, and one that can­ 
not but be regretted by every nature- 
lover. 
No one ieels more earnestly 
about- it than the president of the 
United States, -who in a letter sent 
not long ago 4o the convention of the 
North American Fish & Game Pro­ 
tective Association spoke of this herd 
of bison and urged that every * pre­ 
caution be taken to preserve it. Much 
more recently-he wrote to, Earl Grey, 
Canada’s 
governor-general, 
asking 
him what influence, if any, can be 
•brought to bear in behalf of this 
herd. 4 
* If it is the' fact that danger to 
the wood buffalo’s existence arises 
solely from the wolves, some method 
should be devised for reducing • the 
numbers of these destructive beasts. 
The most obvious way to kill them 
is by poison, a means which we do 
not know has ever been employed in 
the extreme north. 
Wolf hides are 
valuable, and it would seem that the 
Indians 
and 
white 
trappers might 
profitably employ time and effort in 
the killing of wolves. 
In a heavily 
timbered country, such as that occu­ 
pied by the buffalo, is it difficult to 
think of any other efficient means. 


Since, however, the neads of gov­ 
ernments of the United States and 
Canada are deeply interested, in this 
matter, we may hope that the local 
authorities, on whom the burden of 
destruction must finally fall, will also 
take hold of it with energy and de­ 
vise some method of protecting this 
rem nant—Forest and Stream.

Brain—Others Do Not, 


The waves of each color cxcite vi­ 
bration in their own set of cones in 
the retina. 
Lot us assume that each 
of the primary colors has it own set 
of cones. 
Various theories are held, 
one being that only red, green and 
violet cones exist, .the other colors be­ 
ing the product of mixtures of these 
three. 
Let us return to our pincush­ 
ion -simile, and to the -fact that of the 
7,000,000 cones, 500,000 are devoted 
to green, 600,000 to red, 700,000 to 
violet, 1,200,000 to blue, 1,SOO,000 to 
orange and 2,200,000 to yellow. Then 
there are 130,0.00,000 rods which see 
white, or luminosity, the portion of 
light not absorbed by a color, but re­ 
flected. 
Let us assume that in an 
eye, in its making, 500,000 cones which 
see green are left out. That eye would 
be color-blind to green. 
But it would 
still have its “rods’* which would see 
the white light that is reflected as 
luminosity from 
all 
green objects, 
and would see this luminosity as so 
much gray. 
A totally color-blind eye 
would see only shades of gray, from 
almost pure white to pure black. 


This is to some extent the way a 
photograph shows a landscape, and 
the gradations of light and shade are 
the degree of surface reflection of each 
| color-, independent of its color waves. 
Yellow is very luminous and shows 
comparatively white in 
the 
photo­ 
graph. 
Violet is very slightly lumin­ 
ous, and appears very dark in the 
photograph. 
The eye that is color 
blind in green, if it beheld a yellow 
green, would see the yellow with the 
admixture of gray represented In tho 
luminosity of the green, making a 
dirty yellow. 
Green would be shown 
in a photograph by a gray that iq 
about haTT way between black and 
white. 
Violet, blue and blue-green 
rest the brain, while the other colors 
tend to irritate it. 
The latter over­ 
stimulate, and soon act as a whip on 
the tined nerves.

EXIT THE MILKMAID. 


Henceforth Cows Will Ee Milked by 


Electricity. 


The public in general, and dairy* 
men in particular, will doubtless be 
keenly interested 
in 
the machine- 
milking experiments -which have late­ 
ly been conducted with such success 
in the United States. It is, of course, 
no news to those in the business that 
during the last fifty years many at­ 
tempts have been made to provide a 
mechanical substitute for tho milk­ 
maid, but until lately these attempts 
have ended in failure. 


Hundreds of patents have been tak­ 
en out by inventors for milking-ma­ 
chines, but wht?n put to the test they 
refused to fulfil all tnecessary require* 
ments. 


America, however, claims to have 
solved the difficulties In a most satis­ 
factory manner, and today there ara 
over 1,000 ipilking-machines in use 
in the States. These machines are of 
two different types, .one being worked 
by foot-power and the other by an 
electric motor. 
In both cases the 
machines have a couple of tubes, with 
four attachments at the enjl of each, 
enabling ' the operator to milk two 
cows *at ^once, thus causing a great 
saving of time. 


.Each machine can be adjusted that 
it* will milk at a fast or slow rate, 
and it has been proved that machine- 
milked cows yield more butter than 
others. 


One might naturally suppose that 
the animals themselves would not 
take very kindly to the introduction 
of such machines. It has been found, 
however, that, while some may be a 
littfc} restless at first, on account of 
the clicking of J,be pulsators, as a 
rule they spon become quiet and rec­ 
onciled to the action, and stand still 
chewing their cud ^Yithout manifest* 
ing any discomfort. 


It is estimated that inachine-mll}* 
ers reduce the labor by about one- 
half, and consequently their introduc* 
tion enables the dairyman to reap 
greater profits and enlarge his busi­ 
ness. Futhermore, when the machines 
are kept clean, the milk from them 
contain fewer bacteria 
than hand« 
drawn milk, although, of course, care­ 
lessness in cleansing may make them 
nuisances x^thor than^ aid s’ %o\ thp 
dairyman.—TitrBlts.

lighted with inspiration; you felt in 
his presence that he was a man fai 
above the ordinary. 


"I sat there at the t?ble that morn* 
ing in the court, and Mr. Lincoln, 
who was then known as one of the 
greatest lawyers of Illinois, leaned 
over and picked up a book just in 
front of me. 
As he did so, lie bowed 
in a kindly M'ay, without saying a 
word. 
To this day I have never foi'- 
gotten that bow and the expression 
on his face. 
Four years later, in the 
convention in which the Republican 
party was born, I sat next to him as a 
delegate. 
He represented Sangamon 
County and made that great speech 
in which he said, 'Ycu can fool all 
the people some of the time and some 
of the people all the time, but you 
can't fool all the people all the time.' 
He had tho most winning way in get- 
ting votes I ever saw. 
Two years 
later, in 1S5S, he was a candidate foi 
the United 
States 
Senate 
against 
Douglas, and made speeches from the 
same platform on which I spoke. 
1 
was a candidate for the Legislature 
on his ticket, and he advocated my 
election. 
In 1S60 I was a Presi- 
dential elector on the Lincoln ticket 
in Illinois. 
Only this morning I re- 
ceived u copy of a paper containing 
the State ticket of that year, and 
found that I was the only man whose 
name was on that ticket who Is yet 
alive.

of freezing; instantly expose the face 
to the air, toward the wind if there 
be any; wipe dry the mouth and nos- 
trils; rip the clothing so as to expose 
the chest and waist; give two or three 
quick, smarting slaps on the chest 
with the open hand. 


If the patiejit does not revive pro- 
ceed Immediately as follows: 


Rule II. 
To Expel Water From 
the Stomach and 
Chest.—Separate 
the jaws and keep them apart by 
placing between the teeth a cork or 
small bit of wood; turn the patient 
on his face, a large bundle of tightly 
rolled clothing being placed beneath 
the stomach; press heavily on the 
back over it for half a minute, or as 
long as fluids flow freely from the 
mouth. 


Rule III. 
To Produce Breathing, 
^ C l e a r the mouth and throat of mu- 
cus by introducing into tho throat the 
corner of a handkerchief 
wrapped 
loosely around the forefinger; turn 
the patient on the back, the roll of 
clothing being so placed as to raise 
the pit of the stomach above thç'level 
of the rest of the body. 
Let an as- 
sistant with a handkerchief or piece 
of dry cloth draw the tip of 
the 
tongue out of one corner of 
the 
mouth 
(which prevents the tongue 
from falling back and choking the 
entrance to the windpipe), and keep 
It projecting a little beyond the lips. 
Let another assistant grasp the arms 
Just below the elbows and draw them 
steadily upward by the side of the 
patient's 
head 
to the ground, the 
bands nearly meeting 
(which 
en- 
larges the capacity of the chest and 
induces inspiration). 
^Vhile this is 
being done let a third assistant take 
position 
astride 
the patient's hips 
with his elbows resting upon his own 
knees, his hands extended ready for 
action. 
Next, let the assistant stand- 
ing at the head turn down the pa- 
tient's arms to the sides of the body, 
the 
assistant 
holding 
the 
tongue 
changing hands if necessary to let 
the arms pass. 
Changing hands will 
be 
found 
unnecessary 
after some 
¿'practice; the tongue, however, must 
not be released. 
Just before tho pa- 
tient's hands reach the ground the 
man astride the body will grasp the 
body with his hands, the balls of the 
thumb resting on either side of tlie 
pit of tho stomach, the fingers falling 
into the grooves between tho 
short 
ribs. 
Now, using his knoes as a 
pivot, he will at the moment the pa- 
tient's hands touch the ground throw 
(not too suddenly) all his weight for- 
ward on his hands, and at the same 
time squeeze the waist between them 
as if ho wished to force anything in 
the chest upward out of the moutli; 
he will deepen the pressure while he 
slowly counts one, two, three, four 
(about five seconds), then suddenly 
let go with a final push, which will 
spring him back to his first position. 
A child or very delicate patient must, 
of course, be more gently handled. 
This completes expiration. 


At the instant of his letting go, the 
man at the patient's head will again 
draw the arms steadily upward to 
tho sides of tho patient's head as be- 
fore (the assistant holding the tongue 
again changing hands to let the arms 
pass 
if 
necessary), holding 
them 
there whilo ho slowly counts one, 
two, three, four (about five seconds). 


Repeat these movements deliber- 
ately 
and 
perseveringly twelve or 
fifteen 
times in every minute—thus 
imitating the natural 
motions 
of 
breathing. 


If natural breathing be not re- 
etored after a trial of tho bellows 
movement for the space of about four 
minutes, then turn the patient a sec- 
ond time on tho stomach, as directed 
in Rule II., rolling tho body in the 
opposite direction from that in which 
it was first turned, for the purpose of 
freeing the air passage from any re- 
maining water. 
Continue the artifi- 
cial respiration frojn ono 
to 
four 
hours, or until tho patient breathes, 
according to Rule III., and for a 
while after the appearance of return- 
ing life carefully aid tho first short 
gasps until deepened to full breaths. 
Continue 
tho 
drying and rubbing, 
which should have been unceasingly 
practiced from the beginning by as- 
sistants, taking care nut to Interfere 
with the means employed to produce 
bfeathing. 
Thvis the limbs of the pa- 


tient should b© rubbed, always In an 
upward direction toward thQ body, 
with firm grasping pressure and en- 
ergy, using the bare hands, dry flan- 
nels or handkerchiofs, and continu- 
ing the friction under the blankets or 
over the dry clothing. 
The warmth 
of the body can also be promoted by 
tho application of hot flannels to the 
stomach and armpits, bottles or blad- 
ders of hot water, heated bricks, etc., 
to the limbs and soles of the feot. 


Rule IV. 
After Treatment.—Et- 
ternally: As soon as breathing is es- 
tablished let the patient be stripped 
of all wet clothing, wrapped in blan- 
kets only, put to bed comfortably 
warm, but with a free circulation of 
frosh air, and left to perfect rest. 
In- 
ternally: Give whisky or brandy and 
hot water in closes of a teaspoonful 
to a tablespoonful, according to the 
weight of the patient, or other stimu- 
lant at hand, every ten or fifteen min- 
utes for the first hour, and as often 
thereafter as may seem expedient. 
Later manifestations: After reaction 
is fully established there is great dan- 
ger of congestion of the lungs, and if 
perfect rest is not maintained for at 
least forty-eight hours it sometimes 
occurs that the patient is seized with 
great 
difilculty 
of breathing, 
and 
death is liable to follow unless imme- 
diate relief is afforded. In such cases 
apply a large mustard plaster over 
the breast. 
If the patient gasps for 
breath before the mustard takes ef- 
fect assist the breathing by carefully 
repeating the artificial respiration. 


Modification .of Rule HI. (to bo 
used after Rules I. and II. in case no 
assistance is at hand). 
To Produce 
Respiration.—If no assistance is at 
hand and one person 
must 
work 
alone, place the patient on his back 
with the shoulders slightly raised on 
a folded article of clothing; draw for- 
ward the tongue and keep it pro- 
jecting just beyond the lips; if the 
lower jaw be lifted the teeth may be 
made to hold the tongue by passing a 
handkerchief under the chin and ty- 
ing it over the head. 


Grasp the arms just below the el- 
bows and draw them steadily upward 
by the sides of the patient's head to 
the ground, the hands nearly meet- 
ing. 
Next lower the arms to the side 
and press firmly downward and in- 
ward on the sides and in front of the 
chest over the lower ribs, drawing to- 
ward 
the 
patient's 
head. 
Repeat 
these movements twelve to 
fifteen 
times every minute, etc. 


THE AGE OP NIAG.UIA. 


Unequal Rate at Wliich the Great 


Falls Kecctle. 


The cataract at Niagara is not ex- 
actly in the same place where it was 
a few centuries ago. 
Even within 
the memory of people now living its 
position 
has 
changed 
perceptibly. 
What is continually happening there 
is as follows: 
The commotion at the 
very base of the falls eats away some 
of the soft rock behind them, and the 
upper layers, which are much harder, 
are thus undermined. 
In time, they 
break off. The accumulation of hard 
rock (limestone) serves on the Amer- 
ican side as something of a protection 
to the soft material (shale), but the 
current is so strong on the Canadian 
side that it carries 
the 
limestone 
blocks away quickly. 
Hence, the re- 
treat is more rapid there than on the 
American side. 


A current report by the United 
States Geological Survey says that 
the rate at which the Horseshoe Fall 
—the principal part of this cataract, 
and lying on the Canadian side of 
Goat 
Island—has 
retreated 
since 
1S42 is about five feet a year. 
It is 
believed that 
the 
destruction was 
slower for the twelve or fifteen years 
previous to 1S42, and even sinco that 
time it may have varied more or less. 
Still, if the recession had been fairly 
uniform, it might be feasible to esti- 
mate the age of Niagara. 
Geologists 
believe that the falls were once seven 
miles further down stream, for at 
Lewiston there is an abrupt descent 
from a level of from 150 or 200 feet 
above Lake Ontarior to that of this 
great sheet of water. They think that 
the narrow passage, or gorge, which 
extends from Lewiston to the present 
site of the cataract has been cut by 
tho stream itself. 
If they are correct, 
and if they could tell how long it has 
taken to form the gorge, they could 
make a pretty good guess at the age 
of the falls. 


The Geological Survey cautiously 
refrains from making any such esti- 
mate, for excellent reasons, but it is 
easy for anybody to make a rough 
calculation on the assumption that 
the rato has always been five feet a 
year. 
That would mean about a mile 
(52SO feet) in a little over a thou- 
sand years, and seven miles in some- 
thing in excess of 7000 years. 
The 
problem is a good deal more compli- 
cated than one might suppose, how- 
ever. 
There are other influences be- 
sides the eating away of rock which 
have a bearing on its solution. 
A 
generation or so ago there were men 
of standing as geologists who sus- 
pected that the falls might be 72,000 
years old. 
Others put the age at 50,- 
000 and 30,000, while more modern 
guesses range from 5000 to 10,000 
years. 
Professor Gilbert, now con- 
nected with the Geological Survey, 
once remarked that the study of other 
slow changes in Canada would be 
necessary before it would be possible 
to attack this question hopefully, and 
Professor R. S. Tarr, of Cornell Uni- 
versity, in a fascinating volume on 
the physical geography, remarks that 
Just now he is rather better satisfied 
with the estimates which make the 
age of Niagara less than 10,000 years 
than with those which I'ange from 
30,000 to 50,000.

This legend is founded on a very 
stern fact—women of power who do 
no useful work, who are made exempt 
from honest effort, either by choice or 
circumstance, 
must

find 
some way to give expression to their 
energy, and they use the means at 
hand. 
They use the only ones they 
have been taught to use, or, in a de- 
gree, 
allowed 
to 
become 
familiar 
with. 
So, Instead of helping to build 
industries, to bless the world, to help 
guide the ship of state, many beauti- 
ful women are composing syren songs 
and playing at life on the fatal rocks, 
singing their Lorelei where the waves 
toss at their feet the bones of their 
victimed dead. 


Beauty as a business is a bad habit. 
More than a century ago Mary 
Wollstonecraft lifted up her voice in 
a cry of agony for such sacrifice of 
women and men to cease, and she 
lierself died a martjT to this cause.

And these are noble women v/ho 
sing no syren songs, whose hearts and 
lives are consecrated to the cause of 
the development of the highest and 
best in humanity.

all Government work unpaid wages 
are accredited to the general fund 
after the expiration of a year, and 
the Government is just that much 
ahead. 


It is hard to believe that such an 
immense sum as $9,000,000 could 
accrue through the laborers not draw- 
ing their checks. 
But most of tho 
vrorjc was done by Mexicans, who dis- 
appeared without a word as to their 
whereabouts. 
Ignorant and 
untu- 
tored, the Mexican when he wishes to 
quit simply packs up his belongings 
and hikes out without a word, never 
stopping to draw the pay he Is en- 
titled to. 


Negroes, too, add to the fund, but 
their contributions are not so fre- 
quent as froni the Mexicans, for the 
negro knows more about how to get 
what is coming to him. 
But It fre- 
quently happens that a negro work- 
ing on the section gets wind of retrib- 
utive justice being on his track for 
some offense committed 
elsev/here 
and he promptly takes leave. 
Sotne- 
times he sends for his wages later on, 
imt often it goes to help swell the 
uppald wage. fund. 
^ What to do with the money is a 
question that has never been 
an- 
swered by the railroad company. The 
practice in the past has been to keep 
it in trust, but the amount is looming 
to such large proportions that some 
other disposition must be sought. 
It 
probably will reach $10,000,000 In 
the next year, and no doubt many of 
the claimants long since are dead.— 
Cuicago Tribune.

deeper inspiration than

known method, while the former ef­ 
fects the most complete expiration. 
The combination therefore tends to 
produce the most rapid oxygenation 
of tho blood— tho real object to be 


tient should be rubbed, always In as 
upward direction toward thQ body, 
with firm grasping pressure and en­ 
ergy, using the bare hands, dry flan­ 
nels or handkerchiefs, and continu­ 
ing the friction under the blankets or 
over the dry clothing. 
The warmth 
of the body can also be promoted by 
tho application of hot flannels to the 
stomach and armpits, bottles or blad­ 
ders of hot water, heated bricks, etc., 
to the limbs and soles of the feet. 


Rule IV.

LINCOLN’S KINDNESS. 


now It Impressed a Young Lawyer 0/ 
Fifty-five Years Ago. 


“The first time I saw Abraham Lin­ 
coln was in 1852, just fifty-five years 
ago,” said former Governor William 
Pitt Kellogg, of Louisiana, recently. 
“I had just been admitted to the bar 
and was in Springfield, the capital of 
Illinois. 
I was yourg and perhaps 
rather timid, and for that reason I re­ 
member particularly Mr 
Lincoln’s 
kindness to me. 
He had large black 
eyes that looked out on you from 
deep sockets, and seemed to peer 
down into your soul. 
Though his 
cheeks were rather sunken and he 
had a hungry look, his face was 
lighted with inspiration; you felt in 
his presence that he was a man fax 
above the ordinary. 


“I sat there at tho t?ble that morn* 
Ing in the court, and Mr. Lincoln, 
who was then known a3 one of the 
greatest lawyers of Illinois, leaned 
over and picked up a book just in 
front of me. 
As he did so, he bowed 
in a kindly way, without saying a 
word. 
To this day I have never for­ 
gotten that bow and the expression 
on his face. 
Four years later, in the 
convention in which the Republican 
party was born, I sat next to him as a 
delegate. 
He represented Sangamon 
County and made that great speech 
in which he said, ‘You can fool all 
the people some of the time and some 
of the people all the time, but you 
can't fool all the people all the time.' 
He had the most winning way in get­ 
ting votes I ever saw. 
Two years 
later, in 1S5S, he was a candidate foi 
the United 
States 
Senate 
against 
Douglas, and made speeches from the 
same platform on which I spoke. 
1 
was a candidate for the Legislature 
on his ticket, and he advocated my 
election. 
In 1S60 I was a Presi­ 
dential elector on the Lincoln ticket 
in Illinois. 
Only this morning I re­ 
ceived a copy of a paper containing 
the State ticket of that year, and 
found that I was the only man whose 
name was on that ticket who is yet 
alive. 
Those were wonderful days, 
and they produced wonderful men, 
but Lincoln was the greatest of them 
all. 
He was the greatest man that 1 
have known in the fifty-five years 
that I have been in public life.”— 
\y,a?Jaington Post.

Rule I. 
Arouse the Patient.— Do 
not move the patient unless in danger 
of freezing; instantly expose the face 
to the air, toward the wind if there 
be any; wipe dry the mouth and nos­ 
trils; rip the clothing so as to expose 
the chest and waist; give two or three 
quick, smarting slaps on the chest 
with the open hand. 


If the patiept does not revive pro­ 
ceed immediately as follows: 


Rule II. 
To Expel Water From 
the Stomach and Chest.— Separate 
the jaws and keep them apart by 
placing between the teeth a cork or 
small bit of wood; turn the patient 
on his face, a large bundle of tightly 
rolled clothing being placed beneath 
the stomach; press heavily on the 
back over it for half a minute, or as 
long as fluids flow freely from the 
mouth. 


Rule III. 
To Produce Breathing. 


*—Clear the mouth and throat of mu­ 
cus by introducing into tho throat the 
corner of a handkerchief wrapped 
loosely around the forefinger; turn 
the patient on the back, the roll of 
clothing being so placed as to raise 
the pit of the stomach above the-level 
of the rest of the body. 
Let an as­ 
sistant with a handkerchief or piece 
of dry cloth draw the tip of the 
tongue out of one corner of the 
mouth (which prevents the tongue 
from falling back and choking the 
entrance to the windpipe), and keep 
It projecting a little beyond the lips. 
Let another assistant grasp the arms 
just below the elbows and draw them 
steadily upward by the side of the 
patient’s head 
to the ground, the 
hands nearly meeting 
(which 
en­ 
larges the capacity of the chest and 
induces inspiration). 
While this is 
being done let a third assistant take 
position 
astride 
the patient's hips 
with his elbows resting upon his own 
knees, his hands extended ready for 
action. 
Next, let the assistant stand­ 
ing at the head turn down the pa­ 
tient’s arms to the sides of the body, 
the 
assistant 
holding the 
tongue 
changing hands if necessary to let 
the arms pass. 
Changing hands will 
be 
found 
unnecessary 
after some 
.•practice; the tongue, however, must 
not be released. 
Just before the pa­ 
tient’s hands reach the ground the 
man astride the body will grasp the 
body with his hands, the balls of the 
thumb resting on either side of the 
pit of tho stomach, the fingers falling 
into the grooves between the short 
ribs. 
Now, using his knees as a 
pivot, he will at the moment the pa­ 
tient’s hands touch the ground throw 
(not too suddenly) all his weight for­ 
ward on his hands, and at the same 
time squeeze the waist between them 
as if he wished to force anything in 
the chest upward out of the mouth; 
ho will deepen the pressure while he 
slowly counts one, two, three, four 
(about five seconds), then suddenly 
let go with a final push, which will 
spring him back to his first position. 
A child or very delicate patient must, 
of course, be more gently handled, 
This completes expiration. 


At the instant of his letting go, the 
man at the patient’s head will again 
draw the arms steadily upward to 
the sides of the patient’s head as be­ 
fore (the assistant holding the tongue 
again changing hands to let the arms 
pass 
if 
necessary), holding them 
there while he slowly counts one, 
two, three, four (about five seconds). 


Repeat these movements deliber­ 
ately 
and 
perseveringly twelve or 
fifteen times in every minute— thus 
imitating the natural 
motions 
of 
breathing. 


If natural breathing be not re­ 
stored after a trial of the bellows 
movement for the space of about four 
minutes, then turn the patient a sec­ 
ond time on tho stomach, as directed 
in Rule II., rolling the body in the 
opposite direction from that in which 
it was first turned, for the purpose of 
freeing the air passage from any re­ 
maining water. 
Continue the artifi­ 
cial respiration from one 
to 
four 
hours, or until the patient breathes, 
according to Rule HI., and for a 
while after the appearance of return­ 
ing life carefully aid the first short 
gasps until deepened to full breaths. 
Continue 
the drying and rubbing, 
which should have been unceasingly 
practiced from the beginning by as­ 
sistants, taking care not to interfere 
with the means employed to produce 
breathing. Thus the limbs of the pa- 


perfect rest is not maintained for at 
least forty-eight hours it sometimes 
occurs that the patient is seized with 
great 
difficulty 
of breathing, and 
death is liable to follow unless imme­ 
diate relief is afforded. In such cases 
apply a large mustard plaster over 
the breast. 
If the patient gasps for 
breath before the mustard takes ef­ 
fect assist the breathing by carefully 
repeating the artificial respiration. 


Modification of Rule III. (to bo 
used after Rules I. and II. in case no 
assistance is at hand). 
To Produce 
Respiration.— If no assistance is at 
hand and one person 
must 
work 
alone, place the patient on his back 
with the shoulders slightly raised on 
a folded article of clothing; draw for­ 
ward the tongue and keep it pro­ 
jecting just beyond the lips; if the 
lower jaw be lifted the teeth may be 
made to hold the tongue by passing a 
handkerchief under the chin and ty­ 
ing it over the head. 


Grasp the arms just below the el­ 
bows and draw them steadily upward 
by the sides of the patient’s head to 
the ground, the hands nearly meet­ 
ing. 
Next lower the arms to the side 
and press firmly downward and in­ 
ward on the sides and in front of the 
chest over the lower ribs, drawing to­ 
ward the patient's 
head. 
Repeat 
these movements twelve to fifteen 
times every minute, etc. 


THE AGE OF NIAGARA. 


Unequal Rato at Which the Great 


Falls Recede. 


The cataract at Niagara Is not ex­ 
actly in the same place where it was 
a few centuries ago. 
Even within 
the memory of people now living its 
position 
has 
changed 
perceptibly. 
What is continually happening there 
is as follows: 
The commotion at the 
very base of the falls eats away some 
of the soft rock behind them, and the 
upper layers, which are much harder, 
are thus undermined. 
In time, they 
break off. 
The accumulation of hard 
rock (limestone) serves on the Amer­ 
ican side as something of a protection 
to the soft material (shale), but the 
current is so strong on the Canadian 
side that it carries 
the 
limestone 
blocks away quickly. 
Hence, the re­ 
treat is more rapid there than on the 
American side. 


A current report by the United 
States Geological Survey says that 
the rate at which the Horseshoe Fall 
— the principal part of this cataract, 
and lying on the Canadian side of 
Goat 
Island— has 
retreated 
since 
1S42 is about five feet a year. 
It is 
believed that 
the 
destruction was 
slower for the twelve or fifteen years 
previous to 1S42, and even since that 
time it may have varied more or less. 
Still, if the recession had been fairly 
uniform, it might be feasible to esti­ 
mate the age of Niagara. 
Geologists 
believe that the falls were once seven 
miles further down stream, for at 
Lewiston there is an abrupt descent 
from a level of from 150 or 200 feet 
above Lake Ontarior to that of this 
great sheet of water. They think that 
the narrow passage, or gorge, which 
extends from Lewiston to the present 
site of tho cataract has been cut by 
tho stream itself. 
If they are correct, 
and if they could tell how long it has 
taken to form the gorge, they could 
make a pretty good guess at the age 
of the falls. 


The Geological Survey cautiously 
refrains from making any such esti­ 
mate, for excellent reasons, but it is 
easy for anybody to make a rough 
calculation on the assumption that 
the rate has always been five feet a 
year. That would mean about a mile 
(52SO feet) in a little over a thou­ 
sand years, and seven miles in some­ 
thing in excess of 7000 years. 
The 
problem is a good deal more compli­ 
cated than one might suppose, how­ 
ever. 
There are other influences be­ 
sides the eating away of rock which 
have a bearing on its solution. 
A 
generation or so ago there were men 
of standing as geologists who sus­ 
pected that the falls might be 72,000 
years old. 
Others put the age at 50,- 
000 and 30,000, while more modern 
guesses range from 5000 to 10,000 
years. 
Professor Gilbert, now con­ 
nected with the Geological Survey, 
once remarked that the study of other 
slow changes in Canada would be 
necessary before It would be possible 
to attack this question hopefully, and 
Professor R. S. Tarr, of Cornell Uni­ 
versity, in a fascinating volume on 
the physical geography, remarks that 
Just now he is rather better satisfied 
with the estimates which make the 
age of Niagara less than 10,000 years 
than with those which range from 
30,000 to 50,000.
